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Pointers From a Businass Survey. 


A big firm doing business in New York and Chicago lias 


been making a survey of. Oic country lo ascertain as nearly as 
practicable conditions of business in difl'crent sections, the 
outlook for future business and (be sentiment of the people it 
relation to certain matters of legislation. 


Twenty-five questions were submitted and '1,000 or more 


answers were received. 
A large" number of those who an- 


swered considered reduction of Taxation .even more iinporlan 
than the League of Nations. The abolition of the excessive 
profits lax was favored, also a reduction of the income tax, 
the loss to be made up by taxes on sales. Sentiment was aboul 
equally divided on the larid' question, some favoring 11 highei 
tariff and others believing it would be best to leave it about 
where it is. A majority of those who answered the inquiries 
favored a "liberalization" of the prohibition law to an extent 
which would make the sale of light wines and beer permissible. 
Opinion as to the immediate future of business wa*> aboul 
evenly divided. 
Some look for further contraction while 


others predict an early business revival. There was consid- 
erable optimism in the cotton growing slates in spile of the 
recent declines in the price of cotton. There was a general 
belief that there is to be a big falling off in the sales of pas- 
senger automobiles, but (he railroad situation was regarded as 
healthy, Ihe public having accepted Ihe increased rates with 
lillle complaint and Ihe railroad men being satisfied with their 
present wages. The firm sending out the questions says thai, 
"collectively considered, Ihe answers seem to indicate a 'quali- 
fied optimism.' " 


To the general reader this survey will not place the situa- 


tion in a light much different from that in which he has been 
viewing it. The answers came from all parts of the counlry 
ahd show that conditions are practically the same in the dlf' 
ferenl states. There may be variations here and there, bill ,in 
the large sense all parts of (he country are feeling the cll'ects 
of the readjustment (hat appears lo have begun in earnest. 


And il is well that it is so. The work cannot be completed 


without hardship and Josses in places. This is inevitable, and 
the only thing to do is to face the music like men. In mos! 
cases the losers will be those who have had the advantage of 
an unusually long period of unexampled prosperity, and i 
some of the exorbitant prolils they have been making have d 
be surrendered in the process of getting back lo earth the sac 
rifice should be taken philosophically.
